For democracy was born of the idealism of Ancient Greece, 
and there brought to its purest form. Tens of centuries be- 
fore the first Roman put foot in then primitive England, be- 
fore the first white man saw the shores of America, Greeks 
were shedding their blood in defense of the demoeratic way 
of life—at Marathon, where 9,000 Greeks repulsed the count- 
Jess hordes of Persian invaders, at the pass of Thermopylae, 
where 300 Spartans held the might of Xerxes through two 
glorious days. 

Today, fighting as magnificently as their fathers fought, 
soldiers of Greece are in the forefront of demoeracy’s dead- 
liest struggle for existence. Again the Greeks are pitifully 
outnumbered, and again their only superiority is in their 
love of freedom and matchless courage. Again their service 
is invaluable—for their astounding stand against the legions 
of dictatorship has stiffened the spines of Balkan and Turk 
against threats of aggressors. But this time, fortunately, 
the Greeks do not fight alone. Democracy is repaying with 
military aid the debt laid against the centuries by the bronze- 
elad warriors of Marathon.
